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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 -26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While Frantz (U.S. Patent No. 6,542,856) discloses enabling a user to view a web page 
on which real time operational data is displayed. A server is configured to be coupled to a client 
sub-system ad retrieves operational data from plurality of gas turbine plants, stores the data in 
centralized database, and generates graphical representations of the operational data based on the 
stored data. The web-based monitoring system permits customers to analyze their turbine plant 
fleet and perform unit-to-\mit comparisons in a cost-effective and reliable manner. Frantz does 
not disclose sending a customer-defined real-time alert automatically to the customer responsive 
to corresponding conditions, which are also defined by the customer, being met; and other 
limitations related to these features in combination with the remaining elements and features of 
the claimed invention. 

And Fukazawa (U.S. Patent AppHcation Publication No. 2002/0198964) discloses 
remotely monitoring and controlling a manufacturing facility through a manufacturing execution 
system (MES) uses wireless devices connected to a web server through a transcoding proxy. The 
wireless devices request information about the manufacturing process from the web server by 
requesting web pages containing the desired information. The MES can also be controlled by a 
wireless device by passes control commands through the transcoding proxy to the web server, 
which sends them to the MES to control production in the manufacturing facility. Fukazawa does 
not teach allowing a customer to define an alert and conditions corresponding to the alert for 
real-time manufacturing production status on a World Wide Web page; sending real-time the 
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alert automatically to the customer when the corresponding conditions are met; and other 
limitations related to these features in combination with the remaining elements and features of 
the claimed invention. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention, in conjunction with all the other claimed limitations, a method and 
system for alerting users of real-time manufacturing production status using the Internet having 
all the claimed features of applicant's instant invention, specifically including: allowing a 
customer to define an alert and conditions corresponding to the alert for real-time manufacturing 
production status on a World Wide Web page; sending real-time the alert automatically to the 
customer when the corresponding conditions are met, etc., as set forth in the claims. 

Also, there is no motivation to combine the Frantz reference with the Fukazawa reference 
to meet these limitations. It is for these reasons that applicant's invention defines over the prior 
art of record.
